The Polo's Attraction. 


The pole's attraction for other objects

WEBSTER'S ELOQUENCE. 


The Intense Moving Fower of the Great 


Orator's Grand Outbursts. 


Lord Chatham is accounted the most 


consummate of English orators. In my 
youth I greatly admired that passage in his 
speech on the address to the king in 1777 in 
which, referring to Lord Suffolk, who had 
defended the employment of the Indians in 
the war against the colonies, he exclaimed: 


"From the tapestry that adorns the walls 


the immortal ancestor of this noble lord 
frowns with indignation at the disgrace of 
his country." 


It is a very striking passage, but I once 


heard Webster say grander words. It was on 
June 17, 1843, when I was one of that vast 
throng gathered at Bunker Hill which saw 
Webster raise his outstretched arm up to 
the newly completed monument andheard 
him say: 


"It is not from my lips—it could not ba 


from any human lips—that that stream of 
eloquence is this day to flow most com- 
petent to move and excite this vast multi- 
tude around me. The powerful speaker 
stands motionless before us." 


I felt the thrill which ran through that 


vast audience, and I saw their uplifted eyes 
and blanched cheeks and joined in that 
responsive shout which told as no words 
could tell that we had heard one of the 
most perfect passages in all oratory. 


Webster could also he dull—in his later 


years very dull. Those who heard him in 
his prime are quite angry when one doubts 
whether he ever could have been as popular 
an orator as Everett or Choate or Phillips, 
Few now live who heard him in thoseearly 
lays, when he was at his best. I, who heard 
him often between 1840 and 1850, never 
heard him at his best but once, and then 
only for a few minutes. The circumstances 
were these: 


At the festival of the Sons of New Hamp- 


shire, gathered in the hall of the Fitch burg 
railroad in 1849, Mr. Webster presided with 
admirable grace and spoke of hia native 
state as persons would like to hear her 
spoken of. Hig speech, though interesting, 
was not particularly striking until passing 
Irom our own affairs to those of Hungary, 
then in her struggle for liberty, he said: "I 
lee that tho emperor of Russia demands of 
Turkey that the noble Kossuth and his 
companions shall be given up to be dealt 
with at his pleasure. And I see that this 
demand is made in derision of the estab- 
ished laws of nations. Gentlemen, there is 
something on earth greater than arbitrary 
H- despotic power. The lightning has its 
)ower, unil the whirlwind has its power, 
and I he earthquake hasits,power, butthere 
is something among meu more capable of 
shaking despotic power than thelightning, 
the^whirlwind or the earthquake, and that 
i-, i.iie excited and aroused indignation of 
tiie whole civilized world." 


Before we wei e aware of what was com 


ing his majestic form began to tower and 
his eyes to kindle, and his voice soon caught 
the keynote of the vast building till in an 
illusion of the senses the lightning flashed, 
and the whirlwind shook the place where 
we were sitting, and the firm foundation 
rocked as with an earthquake.—Century.

Nowhere is the action of the little ma-

By a simple process of accietion 
there has been reared in the course of 
countless centuries an adamantine wall 
against which the billows of the Pacific, 
sweeping along in an uninterrupted course 
of several thousand miles, dash themselves 
in ineffectual fury. Inclosed within the 
range of its protecting arms is a calm in- 
land sea, 80,000 square miles in extent, dot- 
ted with a multitude of coral islets and 
presenting at every turn objects of interest 
alike to the unlearned traveler and the 
man of science.

Massage Treatment For Sprains. 


Dr. Roseubhth of Paris says that effu- 


ions of blood in sprains are very rapidly 
eabsorbed by massage. In practice the in- 
ured articulation is at first immersed in 
ery warm water in order to dilate the su- 
lerficial vessels, after which preparation of 
he affected region massage is performed 
mtside of the injured part; it is then 
;radually approached, a very gentle stroke 
Jeing applied to it at first, followed by more 
igorous frictions, thus gradually produc- 
ng insensibility. 


When partially obtained, a more or less 
nergetic kneading is pursued, according to 
he varying degree of sensibility experi- 
nced by the patient, and to the massaged 
art is finally applied a compressive baud- 
go wit U wadding, which is wrapped in a 
annel or linen band. If the sprain occurs 
n the inferior limbs, Dr. Uoseubhth—eon- 
rury to the ordinauly com mended practice 
f avoiding movements for a shorter or 
onger period—advises the patient to waik 
s soon as he can do so without feeling 
reat pain. Walking, he says, adapts the 
uricular surface in a natural way and ac- 
uates the venal and lymphatic circulations 
y the muscular contraction.

same way. So will be the knitting 
machine and d host of small cottage 
industries 
All this could now be done 


but foi the cost, and cost is the item 
•vhich approaching discovery and tlie 
use of water-power promise to remove. 


In a city where tbe great electric 


change had come there would be no 
smoke, no ashes, no coal carted through 
the streets, and the factories would 
take their power fiom a few oential 
stations instead of from their own 
boilers and furnaces. Power enough 
runs the waste up and down the Dela- 
ware in the tides every day, and in the 
flow of the Schuylkill, to turn every 
wheel, move every horse car, heat 
every house, cook every meal, and 
light every room in Philadelphia if it 
were all utilized. When it is, civiliza- 
tion »ill have really begun.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

Until a few years 
ago the fishermen on the northern coasts 
of California paid no attention to the 
vast quantities oi sturgeon and halibut 
there, regarding 1 hem as worthless, and 
it is only within two or three years that 
the majority of places further north and 
down ihe southern coast now making 
money in fish have paid any attention 
whatever to the industry 


Last year 6,000,000 pounds of sturgeon 


were taken from the Columbia river and 
shipped east, and altogether 100 or so 
carload 3 of this one kind of fish went 
east from that region. In the last year 
or two here have been large discoveries 
of halibut in Alaskan and other north- 
ern waters, and salmon are getting 
more plentiful in the streams of that re- 
gion. ]jo» Angeles and other southern 
California points have within a year or 
•o become great shippers of fish to the 
east, bsmcodas and yellow tails being 
the chief yaUettes, " , _ _

National Hureau of Health. 


The move of the New York Academy 


of Medicine for the establishment of a 
national bureau of health is a matter of 
more than oidinary interest and unpor 
tance 


The view taken by this representative 


medical body of the metropolis is that 
the public health is a national affair, to 
be dealt with by the nation rather than 
the seveial states, and a matter which 
calls foi the services of physicians rather 
than politicians. 


This view has been embodied in a bill 


which takes quarantine entirely out of 
state control and politics and vests it ID 
a federal administrative board of medic- 
al men 
The bill is to be presented to 


congress when it next meets, and its 
enactment will be urged, not only by the 
academy of this city, but also by co-op- 
erating medical societies throughout the 
country 


Menaced as the nation may be at any 


time by cholera or Borne other epidemic, 
it would seem to be but the part of com 
mon prudence to have the most efficient 
and effective quarantine system that can 
be devised 
It cannot be claimed with 


any foi ce that we have such a system 
now. The law passed last winter waa a 
compromise The quarantine established 
by it is a hvbnd affair —New Vm-v TTm.. 


The French In Slam. 


If it were not that the elections were 


coming on in France and that no French 
ministry dare ask for a heavy grant of 
money and 5,000 troops for aTonqnmese 
expedition, we should think the situa- 
tion very serious indeed 
Siam might
